BASED ON DOCUMENT WHICH "PREPARED BY THREE LIBERAL' 
MEMBERS BUNDESTAG,TWO LEADING TRADE UNION LEADERS, 
AND ONE PROFESSOR" FOR GERMAN AFRICA SOCIETY AND 
WHICH HANDED TO 22 AFRICAN JOURNALISTS WHO HAVE 
JUST COMPLETED ONE-MONTH STUDY TOUR OF WEST 
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2. ACCORDING TIMES, DOCUMENT ALLEGES PORTUGAL WAS 
EURNISHED 27 LIGHT AIRCRAFT EQUIPPED WITH ROCKETS 
AND 140 OTHER AIRCRAFT "OF SAME TYPE" IN 1966-70 
"UNDER SPECIAL NATO AGREEMENT." DR. DIETHER HABICTH- 
BENTHIN OF GERMAN AFRICA SOCIETY QUOTED AS TELLING 
AFRICAN JOURNALISTS ERG IS TRAINING PORTUGUESE 
SOLDIERS IN BIOLOGICAL AND CHEMICAL WARFARE AT
